AST Nighe the King and Queen 
t 

of Sicily arrived from 
Nice after 8 Days Vo age; and 
the Veffels on which the Troops 
were imbarked are arrived likewife. When 
the Squadron had anchored at the Entrance 
the Mole, the Marquis de los Balbafes, 

iceroy. of Sicily, came with his Galli 

and complimented their Majefties on boa 
the Man of War they were in, as did alfo 
the Archbihhop of Palermo in the Name 
of the Clergy, and the chief of the Nobi- 
lity. The Sea was covered with Barks full 
of Perfons of Quality, and the People were 
im Crowds on the Mole, exprefling extraor- 
@inary Joy to fee their new King. He se- 
mained on board till to Day, to give time 
for che neceffary Preparations for his Land- 
ing, in order to which a Bridge was built 
magnificently adorned. We came afhore this 
Morning, the Cannon of the Town, the 
Mole, the Men of War and Gallies’ firing, 
and the People making loud Acctamations. 
The King and Queen being landed, and 
being accompanied. by their whole Court, 
and by a great N r of Sicilian Lords, all 
thagnificently cloathed, and followed by an 
infinite. Throng of People, wene direétly to 
cbs Metropolitan Church to give Thanks to 
od for their happy Voyage, ‘then they 
went to the Palace, where they were com- 
limented by all che Tribunals &c, The 
Tepops which came with the Squadron chat 
brought their Majefties, are almoft all land- 
ed; and as faft as they enter the fortified 
Places, thofe of the King of Spain; which 
are in Gartifon at Meflina and other Towns 
of the Kingdom will repair Wiper, to 
be imbarked on the fame Ships tran{- 

ported to Spain. 

From the Paris Gazette, dated Nov. 112, 
Madrid,'O&. 23. The King, the Prince, 
and the «wo Infanres Don Philip and Don 
Ferdinand, are in perfect Health, and his 
Majefly continues to affift in Council as 
ufua!. The Queen ftill keeps her Chamber, 
buc grows betcer daily.

The laft Letters written from the Camp be- 
fore Barcelona advife, that the Night be- 
tween the 6th and 7th of this Month, so 
Volunteers attempted to throw themifelves 
into the Town by the Right of the Army ; 
but being difcovered 25 of them were taken, 
and the reft e{caped by Favour of ‘the Night, 
The fame Day, the 6th, Don Juan de Zero. 
zeda, who was abroad with a Detachment 
took 19 Horfe of the Rebels. "Tis confirm- 
ed that the Troops which Nebot command- 
ed, intirely defeated or diflipated in 
the following Manner. He being purlued 
on al! Sides, and fearing to be taken, or de- 
livered wp by his own Men, perfwaded 
them chat he was refolved for faving them 
to atcack the Lines of the King’s Army. Un- 
der this Pretext he led them to Mataro,where 
he told them “ewas neceffary he fhould go to 
Barcelona, ro make a great Sally, in order 
to open a ‘Paffage for them, »while they 
fhould attackhe Lines at the Hour he ap- 
pointed them. . Then he imbarked with or 
‘6 of his moft trufty Companions, among 
them the Deputy Calman. His Troops ar- 
tacked the Lines according to the Order 
which he had giverrthem; but they were 
received in fuch a Manner, that 300 of 
them were killed, many taken Pyrifoners, and 
the reft purfued and almoft intirely dif 
perfed. Mean while Nebor and Dalman 
were imprifoned in Barcelona by Order of 
the Government, who have directed Procefs 
to be made out againft them, for their ill 
Condué, their Extortions, and the imper- 
fe& Account which they have given of the 
Money that has paffed through their Hands, 
The Duke de Popoli waited for 10 or 18 
Men of War from Cadiz, laden wich Pyo- 
vifions and all other Neceffaries for the Siege 
of Barcelona.
